BETWEEN GOJ AND NATO. GOJ WILL WILLINGLY EXCHANGE 
RELEVANT INFORMATIN ON THE JRA WITH FOREIGN GOOVERNMENTS 
ON A NEED -TO-KNOW BASIS. GOJ MAY ALSO EXCHANGE SIMILAR 
INFORMATION THROUGH INTERPOLS (SEE REF C FOR GOJ PLAN 

TO STATION LIAS ON OFFICER AT INTERPOL HEADQUARTERS 
FOR THIS PURPOSE AS WELL AS TO ASSIST IN CASES 
INVONVING JAPANESE NATIONALS.) 

3. HOWEVER, IT IS UNLIKELY THAT GOJ WOULD SHARE
